Mr. Broe did not absolutely rule out the possibility of . 
additional Agency support, depending on future developments .. 
and special needs, such as may be occasioned by by-elections 
or a plebiscite, but made absolutely no commitments in this 
regard. - 

3. PDC Orientation arid Plans . states that the 

PDC is now firmly committed to opposing the Allende regime. 

He expects this stand to be underlined and reinforced at the 
PDC Junta, now scheduled for 10-15 December , which will probably 
elect Fuentealba as PDC president and will issue a statement 
outlining the party *s political position. He feels that the 
party is now united as never before in its position, and that 
strong grass-roots opposition to the UP will be reflected in 
the new policy statement. He said the party had sometimes 

had to adopt a conciliatory posture towards the UP which made 
it appear weak to us and to its own grass-roots supporters, but 
that this had been necessary to maintain party unity. He also 
mentioned the party* s concern that strong anti-Allende action 
might provoke a government crack-down on the opposition, but 
did not expand this statement. He did say that Fuentealba - 
who negotiated the "guarantees'V-which Allende gave in return 
for PDC congressional endorsement, of his election - feels*,-. 
betrayed and therefore can be counted on to maintain a strong 
opposition posture. 

4. PDC and Military. The strongest and most uniquivocal 
statement made ^BIBBFwas that the PDC opp oses a military 
coup. He quoted a conversation he had with^^HHM^HNF a 

few days ago in whichflHHV said that the government was losing „ 
power and prestige and wou^i^^id it impossible to face congres- 
sional elections in 1973. the government would; 

lose a. plebiscite . If it did, then according to the constitu- 
tion it should call new national elections, since loss of a 
plebiscite wo uld cle arly indicate popular repudiation of its 
progra ms Bu t did not believe the government would do 

this . IMP asked him what the military would do then, and , 
HMB9 rep lied, "I don*t know.-* The implication was that part 
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of the military would side with Allende if the re we re any 
action to force the government out of office. QflHrsaid 
that if this were true then the : fu ture look s very black 
-Indeed;— Several other points made in the course 

of the conversation implied that the party would welcome a 
coup (i.e., he agreed that however disastrous the economic 
situation might become it alone would not create enough 
despair to bring about Allende's ouster > he noted that the. 
military would not act against Allende unless there were - 
strong popular opposition to the Allende government and said 
it was essential to create this opposition, etc. But he 
said Allende would not 'violate the const ftut ion. blatantly 
unless he were forced. to do so by the Communist Party, and 
that the Communists would not do so unless they. were sure 
they controlled the military. So the message seems clear: 
the PDC will not actively support any military coup even if 
the spirit of the constitution is clearly violated - for 
instance, if the government lo ses the plebisci te and doesn»t 
hold new elections. flBPNaid fl^gPis a good - his 
apparent weakness in opposing Allende is essential to his 
central task of maintaining the unity of the armed forces. The
